ed innumerable Benefits and Advantages by it, and 
that by the Favour and Protection thereof, they 
had many conſiderable Intervals of Peace and Qui- 
et, from the Cruelty and Violence of wicked and 
unceaſonable Men ; for the Secular Authority did 
for a long time diſcountenance Chriſtians, and 
keep them under; yet that (as a learned Man ob- 
ſerves) was but an accidental Effe& and Abuſe of 
overnment, and Obedience was ſtill due, and 
Prayers for it ſo much the more neceſſary, and 
Thankſgivings for it very reaſonable, upon the Ac- ö 
ount of the common Benefits thereof to humane 
pociety, that they might lead Quiet and Peaceable 
wes in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. Thus you ſee 
hat we ought to pray for the Peace of our Feruſa-

pline of the Church was laid aſide, the public 
orſhip of God fell with it, divine Service un 
neglected and diſregarded, and in a pretended Ah. 
horrence of our Liturgy, they ſhut even the Lord, 
Prayer out of their Churches; and in favour ty 
tender Conſciences, they opened a Door to al 
manner of Vice and Profaneneſs. Then ſprang y 
thoſe Weeds of new-fangled and pernicious Do- 
ctrines, which have ſince ſo much: infeſted bat 
Church and State. Then were Men taught u 
revile and ſpeak evil of Dignities, to deſpiſe Dt 
minion, and rebel for Conſcience Sake, Then: 
St. Jude ſpeaks, v. 4. Did ungodly Men turn the Gr 
.of God into Laſciviouſneſs, denying the only Lord Go 
110 our Lord Feſus Chriſt, Then Men aſſumed. 
Aberty to plunder, ſequeſter and deſtroy ; a U 
berty to impriſon, baniſh and ſeize upon the lil 
ritance of all ſuch as had either Religion, Loyal 
or Eſtate enough left to make them thought D: 
hnquents. Then out of Abomination to Pope 
1 they purſued its worſt Doctrines, ſuch as King 
5 killing, breaking Oaths, and Equivocation ; tit 
hated the Name, but not the thing; and by a Jeui 
cal Sophiſtry turned a whole Nation, nay, thi 
Kingdoms into Slavery and Confuſion, in ord 
to preſerve their Liberties, They commit 
Sacriledge, in order to root out Idolatry, % 
ſeized upon the Conſecrated Plate, under Prete 
of preventing Superſtition. To preſervethe Kill 
Right, they took the Grown off his Head, 4 
robbed him of his Prerogative. And to make" 
2 glorious King indeed, they Murthered his p 
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ſoo. Theſe and a thouſand ſuch like Barbarities, 
were the Effect of the late Civil Wars; which 
ſhews, that no Nation can be ſafe without Govern- 
ment ; for if the Foundations be deſtroyed, what 
can the Righteous do ? And that neither our Reli- 
gious, nor our Civil Rights can be preſerved, but 

y SubjeRion and Obedience to the higher Powers, 
which are of God, and which are ordained by him 
for the Terror of Evil-doers, and for the Praiſe of 
them that do well. Sothat every good Chriſtian, and 
loyal Subject, is obliged both in Duty and Intereſt to 
pray for the Peace of Feruſalem, and to defend the 
Eſtabliſh'd Conſtitution, that Government, and thoſe 
Governors that protect and defend him, that he may 
partake of the Bleſſings annex d thereto. Which is the 
Second Particular in the Text, They ſhall proſper that 
love ber. As there is an eſtabliſhed Conſtitution in 
every State and Kingdom, ſo in the Preſervation 
and Flouriſhing of that does the Proſperity of that 
State or Kingdom entirely depend. Whilſt the 
Kings of Judah and their People kept cloſe to the 
fundamental Laws upon which God had founded 
their Kingdnm, they were not only at Peace a+ 
mong themſelves, but a Terror to their Enemies 
round about them: Bur when they began to ſer up 
the High Places for God's Worſhip, under pretence 
of Eaſe to the People, and ſo fell off from that 
Worſhip that God had appointed at Feruſalm ; 
They preſently degenerated into Idolatry, which 
brought innumerable Troubles upon, and at laſt 
proved the Subverſion of both King and People. So 
that whether the Words of the Text were ſpoken 
Prophetically or Experimentally, they are cer- 
tainly true, They (ball proſper that love ber, i. e. all 
they who Love and Pray for the Peace and Safety 
of the Church and State wherein they live, ſhall 
thereby certainly gain to themſelves Proſpericy and 
Temporal Felicity. We muſt not only pray a6 
| the 
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the Peace of Feruſalem, but we muſt love her, ;,, 
we muſt contribute all that is in our Power to pro. 
mote and advance the publick Good, by the Con. 
ſervation of thoſe Laws, which are the Support gf 
our Conſtitution, and the Bulwark of our Defence;

of this Day, may convince any reaſonable well.

proved a preſent Blefling to the Nation, and fregd 
us from the very Fears and Apprehenſions of Py. 
pery, by the Interpoſition of our late . Gracious 
Sovereign King WIL L1 4 M of Bleſſed Memory, 
whereby our Conſtitution, both in Church and 
Srate, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion became fixt by 
ſuch repeated Laws, as it is to be hoped, neither 
our Foreign nor Domeſtick Enemies, will be ever 
able to diſſolve or fruſtrate. |
